Dog Leash Law 


After a record-breaking four 
sessions, Andover’s annual town 
meeting came to an end Tuesday 
night after passing a dog leashlaw 
and setting the 1968 tax rate at 
$31 per thousand, up $6 over last 
year, 

The controversial regulation to 
restrain all dogs won by only four 
votes after nearly two hours of 
what at times was emotional and 
at other times humorous debate, 

The vote was 257 in favor, 253 
opposed. An effort in the final 


Leash Law 
Not Yet 
Effective 


The new by-law adopted 
Tuesday night providing for 
the restraint of dogs in An- 
dover is not yet law. 

Town Manager Richard J. 
Bowen pointed out Wednesday 
that the town clerk must send 
a copy of the by-law to the 
attorney-general’s office to- 
gether with a report on the 
action taken by the voters. 

The by-law is then studied 
by the state law enforcement 
officer and a decision will 
be forthcoming, either approv- 
ing or disapproving the re- 
gul ation. 

The matter may remain in 
the attomey-general’s office 
for as many as four months. 

In the meantime, only the 
statutory laws on dogs will 
be in effect in Andover. The 
leash law is not in effect.

Income tax refunds of 3,875 taxe 
payers in Massachusetts, who filed 
Forms 1040 and 1040A without 
correct Social Security numbers, 
are being held up in processing. 

Even if the IRS is able to verify 
the correct number from Social 
Security Administration records, 
there is a delay in processing the 
refund, William E, Williams, IRS 
District Director said, 

If the IRS has to contact the tax= 
payer to obtain a correct Social 
Security number, which is vital in 
identifying the return for process= 
ing by computers, there is 
generally further delay, he said. 

Other types of taxpayer errors 
are slowing IRS computer pro= 
cessing at the IRS Service Center 
in Andover, where Massachusetts 
returns are processed, Mr. Wile 
liams noted, Most of these errors 
occur because the instructions sent 
to taxpayers with returns are not 
being followed. 

Up to last week, he reported 
4,604 returns had been filed with=- 
out the necessary signatures, 
These will have to be sent back to 
the taxpayers before refunds can 
be processed.

left the hall, Only the pleading 
of Moderator Arthur Williams that 
the voters remain for the other 
articles kept a quorum,

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Editorial Comment 


Knotty Problem 


Andover’s new dog leash law voted by a narrow margin 
at Tuesday night’s town meeting session will continue to 
be a very controversial issue in the town. 

To begin with, the request for an appropriation of 
$10,000 to implement a leash law was turned down by the 
Finance Committee. The request was contained in Article 
5 of the supplementary warrant of the special town meet- 
ing held in conjunction with the regular meeting. 

Articles in special warrants must have the approval of 
the FinCom. Since the special warrant article was killed, 
the later action on the leash law left town officials with 
their hands tied as far as enforcement goes. 

Both the selectmen and the town manager warned the 
gathering that there were no enforcement funds but the 
warnings were not effective. 

As early as Wednesday morning, officials were receiving 
calls from persons who wanted dogs restrained because 
of the town meeting action. There can be no restraint 
under this new law until it has been approved by the 
attorney-general. This can take months. 

Passage of the leash law was the big topic of con- 
versation in Andover Wednesday. 

There will be a lot more heated discussion before the 
final solution to the problem is reached. 


A Commentary 


Youth has been very much in the news of late and 
probably will be for a long time to come. 

Last Tuesday it was the Senator Eugene McCarthy 
victory in New Hampshire which had so much youth at- 
tached to it. Later in the week youthful Senator Bobby 
Kennedy announced his candidacy for the presidency and 
immediately the college crowd rushed to his bandwagon 
in large numbers. 

It seems in keeping with the times that a little publica- 
tion called ‘‘The Barcelona Bulletin’? comes to hand from 
the Schoolboys Abroad program sponsored by Phillips 
Academy in Andover and Phillips Exeter. 

There’s an interesting article in the Bulletin written by 
Clark A.Vanghan, director of the Schoolboys Abroad pro- 
gram which provides for secondary school students to 
study for a year in France or Spain and return to their 
own schools for their senior year. 

Director Vaughan has had a lot of experience with 
young people having headed the Schoolboys Abroad pro- 
gram for the past four years. When September rolls around 
he will be teaching Spanish at Phillips. 

The Bulletin article under his name is headed: ‘‘A Com- 
mentary on Youth and Ourselves.’’ It says: 


“I have had a singular opportunity during six Atlantic 
crossings on the all-student ship Aurelia and here in 
Barcelona to talk with many of today’s young high school 
and college students, including a fair sampling of hippies 
and so-called beatnicks-long hair, sandals and the lingo — 
‘“‘Man, I mean, like’’. The most significant thing I have 
noted is that these young people are always saying they 
“‘mean’’, but they often don’t know really ‘‘like’’ what 
they mean. Many of the brighest are among the most con- 
fused, Yet, it is a small minority which is not serious and 
concerned beneath the facade of dress and postures. The 
thing they want most is to understand where the world is 
going and where they are going, to find standards and 
ethics which make sense to them — a reasonable code to 
live by. It is easy to fault them in many areas because 
they are young and inexperienced, but to believe that 
they are frivolous and irresponsible or not serious and 
deeply concerned is to be more wrong than they are. 

‘We have given them education beyond the dreams of 
any people in history. We have taught them to think, to 


question and to argue. And we have taught them that these 
things are their right and their duty. Given this prepara- 
tion, little experience of life, and the facts of today’s 
world, is it any wonder they are confused and unwilling 
to accept the leadership of adults who daily abide the 
nonsense of much of top level diplomacy, of constituted 
churches years behind the times in outlook and policy, 
and of widespread adult irresponsibility as demonstrated 
in advertising, in wild parties, and in amoral business 
practices?”’ 

There’s a great deal of food for thought in Clark 
Vaughan’s commentary on young people.

states that the Town Manager 
Richard Bowen’s arrangement for 
the exchange of material at the 


Internal Revenue site, which | 


brought the cost of the required 
20,164 yards of loam from $83,164 
down to $9,737, had the Building 
Committee’s approval, and that 
the engineering consultant 
had advised against screening the 
stockpiled material. 

McIntyre states that MoDel had 
the privilege under the contract of 
refusing the loam, by submitting 
objections in writing to the Build- 
ing Committee, but that the Build- 
ing Committee had had no such 
communication from MoDel. 

The Building Committee letter 
puts the total savings to the town 
from use of the unscreened loam 
from the IRS site at $108,563 = 
$73,427 saved on purchase price, 
$25,196 on cost of screening and 
$10,040 the cost, at $4 per yard, 
of screened loam to make up for 
a 10% screening loss, The letter 
notes that ‘‘even if the entire 
amount voted at town meeting is 
used for the project, a substantial 
savings is indicated,’ The letter 
also states that State Aid will be 
realized on the full $67,000 of the 
original contract but that since 
the state will participate only once 
on any one contract, no further 
aid can be obtained for playfield 
work, 

The Building Committee’s letter 
states that 7.5 acres of playfield 
to the rear of the West Junior 
High, including a ball diamond, 
has been almost unused because 
its surface was poorly finished, 
and is being included in the re= 
construction plans of the Park De= 
partment, 

The Building Committee notes 
that MoDel was the contractor for 
this project, in 1962-63, for which 
Crimp was architect. McIntyre’s 
letter points out that MoDel was 
also the contractor for the play= 
fields at the Sanborn School, which 
School Committeemen William 
Doherty and Fred Fitzgerald de- 
clared unsatisfactory in January,

What price industry for Andover! 
Town Meeting approved an 

article for the laying of a sewerin 
West Andover (not a part of the 
master plan), The estimated cost 
is around $1,500,000. and bonds 
will be issued to pay the cost, The 
immediate effect of the bond issue 
would be an increase in the tax 
rate of 87 cents, based on atwenty 
year serial bond at 4,20 percent 
interest, 

It is understood that the laying 
of the sewer will be deferred until 
a commitment is obtained from an 
industry wishing to locate in An= 
dover. 

_Obviously, a tax return would 
not be possible until a building had 
been erected, Assume a commit- 
ment received in 1968. Assume a 
building with assessed value of 
5,000,000, at a $30 tax rate, It 
would probably be 1970 before the 
building was fully completed and 
taxed at full value, Meantime, the 
cost to Andover taxpayers for the 
payment of principal and interest 
would be $404,550. The tax pay- 
ments would not equal or exceed 
the cost of payment of the debt 
until 1978, 

It would take a building worth 
an assessed value of $9,000,000, 
to equal or exceed the cost of debt 
by 1971. 

A building assessed at $13,500,- 
000,, at a rate of $30, per thou- 
sand would, by 1970, have returned 
a total of taxes of $405,000,, 
slightly in excess of the debt cost, 

It is obvious that there would be 
no immediate net tax returnon any 
of these hypothetical transactions 
and therefore no tax relief for the 
taxpayers,

Town Meeting’s decision to enact 
a leash law was both unwise and 
unfair, 

Unwise because it is unenforce= 
able; 

Unfair because the people who 
take it seriously will be precisely 
those dog owners who presently 
take their responsibilities as dog 
owners seriously, while among 
the people who ignore it will be the 
irresponsible owners of the pro= 
blem dogs. 

There are two things we can do 
in the October Special Town Meet= 
ing to correct our mistake: 

Those who want a leash law 
should propose a money article for 
the appropriation of funds suffi= 
cient to enforce the new law, ine 
cluding salary for a full time dog 
officer, money to obtain a truck, 
build a pound etc. 

‘Those who want to modify the 
present law should enter an article 
proposing to enforce a leash law 
in all cases where complaints 
have been lodged with the police, 
Dogs could perhaps be restrained 
temporarily for the first minor 
offense, permanently for the first 
major offense or the second minor 
one, 

Tuesday’s discussion made it 
clear that freedom for dogs is a 
privilege not a right - just like 
freedom for people, The 
grievances of citizens who find 
some dogs a nuisance or a danger 
deserve an effective response, I 
feel] the town’s response should 
be to choose the second alterna= 
tive - a modified leash law = 
because it is aimed specifically 
at the problem dogs, is fairer to 
the majority, and is far less ex- 
pensive than our present leash 
law will be if properly enforced, 

Obviously I should have said 
all this at town meeting, I kept 
quiet because I couldn’t believe 
we would do anything so silly as 
to create an unenforceable law.
